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is the fact that when Exhumed first conceived the marathon almost two decades ago, it 
was decided that we would never play a Horror-thon title more than once. Frankly, if we 
realized back then that the Horror-thon would last as long as it has, we may not have insti- | 
tuted this self-imposed restriction, as it means that some of the biggest titles shownin the | 
early days of the event-films like RETURN OF THE LIVING DEAD, NIGHTMARE ON ELM 
STREET, RE-ANIMATOR, FRIGHT NIGHT, etc.--are forever off the table. But while the “no 
repeat” rule can be seen as a limitation, it also serves as inspiration: it forces us to con- 
sider films outside of the usual favorites that often pop up over and over in repertory 
screenings around the country. This has enabled the 24 Hour Horror-thon to champion 
some of the rarest, weirdest, and craziest horror movies ever made.

Feel free to text or make necessary calls in the 
lobby, but again, NOT in the theater. 


3. When entering or exiting the theater during the movies, please 


do so as quietly as possible. Also, please try to avoid walking in 
and out of the theater excessively during the films—it is a distrac- 
tion to everyone else!
